Financing of CBC 


Contemptuous dismissal by CBC chair- 
man A. D. Dunton of Joel Aldred’s charges 
of appalling waste in the CBC will not 
satisfy the people of Canada merely be- 
cause Mr. Aldred, as Mr. Dunton says, 
was discharged from the CBC for “dis- 
loyalty.” 

Whether, as Mr. Dunton implies, the 
former announcer is animated by malice 
in making his charges or whether he is 
acting in good faith, the unpleasant fact 
remains that the,CBC’s disposal of the 
funds it collects from the public is subject 
to no check whatever and the public can 
have no intimation of waste unless some 
employe talks, as Mr. Dunton castigates 
Joel Aldred for doing. 

So far as these specific charges are 
concerned, we are upholding neither Mr. 
Mr. Dunton nor Mr. Aldred. 

But we are deeply concerned about the 
financial affairs of the CBC that are con- 
ducted in such secrecy that it is a crime, 
punishable by dismissal, to tell the public 
anything about them. 

“That is a most unwholesome state of 
affairs not because anyone in Canada 
lacks confidence in the integrity and sin- 
cerity and ability of the CBC. boa:d of 
governors, but because any public body 
handling public funds without any check 


on its operations js almost bound under 
those circumstances to disburse such funds 
wastefully, 

Actually the CBC finances are handled 
much more loosely than the finances of 
any government department, 

The finances of a government depart- 
ment may be scrutinized by parliament. 
But all parliament ever hears from the 
CBC is that the money collected in licence 
fees is all gone and it must have more to 
meet the deficit. 

This circumstance, among others, in- 
dicates that the reorganization of the 
CBC is alarmingly overdue, 

The broadcasting functions of the CBC 
should be entirely separated from its 
controlling functions, 

If it is going to be the controlling body, 
it should not be a broadcasting body com- 
peting with the private stations it con- 
trols. 

If it is going to be a broadcasting body, 
offering only sustaining programs to im- 
prove the quality of Canadian radio, it 
should have no function of control. 

In either case, it should be administered 
financially by a department of govern- 
ment so its expenditures will go through 
the public accounts and be supject to the 
examination of parliament. 


Spiritual Development Vital Too 


The core of Premier E, C. Manning’s 
Kiwanians 


recent address to Edmonton 
bears repetition and emphasis. 
It is wholly commendable that the 


premier of the world’s most fortunate 
area should draw public attention to the 
need of assuring that our cultural and 
spiritual development keep pace with our 
physical development. 

Too many people are prone to look 
upon Alberta’s phenomenal oil and mineral 
development as the “be all and end all 
of the province's existence and future. 

We can well ask ourselves the premier’s 
question: “What value is there in mere 
material abundance if we cannot solve the 
world’s most pressing problems of dis- 
sension, war and peace?” 

In a world of increasing material abun- 
dance, it is time we ironed out the ex- 
plosive conundrums of equitable distribu- 
tion. 

There must be recognition of cultural, 
educational and spiritual values, if our 


material prosperity is to be buttressed 
for any substantial degree of survival. 

It is true, as the premier said, that more 
people are today dependent on the state 
than at any other time in history. We must 
insist that individually and collectively, 
people assume more personal responsibility 
if we are to claim maturity as a province 
and as a civilization. 

A second basis for claiming maturity is 
an adult judgment. 

Here there is room for considerable 
advancement. All too obvious for our 
guidance is the history of empires and 
civilizations whose development in other 
spheres did not keep pace with their 
physical abundance, 

If we do not feel sufficiently disposed 
to heed those lessons, our economy and 
our civilization deserve what will inevitably 
happen to them. 

No truer words were ever spoken—or 
repeated through succeeding generations— 
than the statement that “Man does not 
live by bread alone.” 


Jeopardizing Citizens’ Freedom 


The protests uttered in the house of 
commons against the proposed amendment 
to the Criminal Code which would give 
justices of the peace authority to commit 
persons to lunatic asylums for 30 days 
without medical advice will be echoed 
throughout the whole country. 

Crities called the proposal an outrage. 
And it cannot be regarded as anything 
less. 

Justices of the peace in rural districts 
throughout Canada perform an excellent 
job of dealing with lesser offences against 
the peace and against the law.

French and German output of 
coal and steel continues to be 
the No, 1 topic of discussion in 
the western world. 

In general, the plan has had an 
exceedingly favorable reception 
both in Western Europe and an 
this side of the Atlantic, It has 
een hailed as an expression of 
bold and imaginative statesman- 
ship, all the more significant be- 
cause of its source, “and all the 
more praiseworthy because it 
reaches to the roots of the 
dilemma that has plagued the 
western world. 

Had the plan been proposed 
by an American or a British 
statesman it is certain that both 
the French and the Germans 
would have bitterly resented it 
as an unwarranted attempt to 
force their two nations into a 
shotgun marriage 


Sponsored by the French gov- 
ernment, the Schuman plan has

If carried out, it would link 


the two countries so indissolubly 
at least in economic matters, that 
co-operation would move from 
the realm of the idea into that 
of practical day-to-day actions 

One major result would be, as 
Schuman pointed out, to make 
war between the two countries 
impossible since each country’s 
basic war-making capacity, de- 
pending as it must on its coal 
and steel production, would not 
be individually but jointly oper- 
ated, 

Correspondingly, if the plan 
works, the restraints which, for 
the sound purpose of preventing 
4 resurgence of German militar- 
ism, have been placed on Ger 
manys economic rehabilitation 
would no longer have any mean 
ing. This Chancellor Adenauer 
was quick to recognize, 

The benefits of the plan would 


not be limited to Germany and 
France alone Western Europe

“Both sides needed 90 points,” 
felates a New York correspondent, 
“East and West had melded two 
nines, a deuce, and a joker. North 
and South had five unimportant 
mields on the board,

were thrown by South. 


“North said that *this showed 
poor Canasta strategy. He thought 
Bouth should have held his wild 
cards to make a canasta, 

“Is this a sound opinion? Is an 
enormous pile full of wild cards 
a@n evidence that a poor quality of 
Canasta is being played?” 

If that sort of situation comes 
about fairly often, I would say that 
@ poor quality of Canasta is being 
played. It would be something 
like doubling and redoubling every 
hand at bridge. 


EVEN EXPERTS 

Once in a while, however, even 
Among experts, a hand is frozen 
and becomes enormous, In the 
fame way, at bridge, even experts 
sometimes play a hand redoubled. 

In short, you can tell something - 
about the quality of your Canasta 
game by noticing how often you 
get such tremendous frozen piles. 
It should not happen very often in 
a really good game. 

In the case described by 
eorrespondent, the chances are 
that South should have held his 
wild cards to make a canasta, With 
five melds on the table, it could 
not have been hard to get a base 
of four natural cards, add wild 
cards to make a canasta, and then 
meld out. 


WATCH SITUATION 


However, circumstances alter 
fases. A great deal depends on 
the particular situation. Perhaps 
South had excellent reason to be- 
lieve that his side would win the 
fiscard pile. If so, it was sound 
policy for him to fight for the pile. 

As to why South would think 
that he was a favorite to win the 
discard pile, that would depend on 
the number of cards held by each 
aver and on the number of safe
